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ARTICLES  OF  FAITH. 


1.  You  believe  in  the  one  only,  living  arid  true  God,  who  ex- 
ists iu  three  persons,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
equally  possessed  of  the  divine  perfections,  who  made  and  gov- 
erns the  world,  and  to  whom  alone  religious  worship  is  due. 

2.  You  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  new  Testament 
are  a  divine  Revelation,  and  that  they  contain  a  complete  rule 
of  faith  and  practice. 

3.  You  believe,  that  man  is  fallen  from  his  holy  and  happy 
state,  in  which  God  at  first  created  him,  into  a  state  of  sin  and 
misery,  under  guilt  and  corruption,  out  of  which  ho  is  by  no 
means  able  to  deliver  himself. 

4.  You  believe,  that  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  became 
man,  and  that  as  the  only  Mediator  of  the  New  Covenant,  he  is 
Prophet,  Priest,  and  King  of  his  church  and  people,  to  redeem 
and  save  them  from  sin  and  misery  and  biing  them  to  eternal 
life  ami  happiness  :  that,  as  Prophet,  by  his  Word  and  Spirit  he 
revealcth  the  perfections  and  will  of  God  to  men  ;  as  Priest,  ho 
hath  offered  up  himself  a  sacrifice  for  sin,  and  is  intercessor  for 
his  people  at  the  right  hand  of  the  majesty  on  high  ;  and  OS 
King,  subdues  them  to  himself,  reigns  in  and  over  them,  and 
restrains  and  conquers  all  his  and  their  enemies. 

5.  You  believe,  that  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  partake  of  the 
redemption  that  he  hath  purchased  by  the  effectual  application 
thereof  to  them  by  his  Holy  Spirit ;  who,  convincing  them  of 
their  sin  and  misery,  enlightening  their  minds  in  the  knowledge 
of  Christ  as  an  all-sufficient  Saviour,  and  renewing  their  wills, 
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does  persuade  and  enable  them  to  embrace  him,  as  be  is  offered 
in  the  gospel. 

(i.  You  believe,  that  Ave  are  justified  and  accepted  as  right- 
eous in  the  sight  of  God,  only  and  wholly  through  Che  per- 
fect merit  and  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ  imputed,  and 
received  by  faith,  which  also  is  not  of  ourselves,  it  is  the  gift  of 
God.  So  that  the  whole  of  our  salvation  is  owing  to  the  free 
grace  of  God,  and  no  one  lias  whereof  to  boast. 

7.  You  believe,  that  a  sincere  love  to  God  and  man  with  a  holy 
life  of  sincere  obedience  to  tin;  revealed  will  of  God,  is  a  cer- 
tain and  necessary  fruit  of  true  saving  faith. 

8.  You  believe,  that  Baptism  with  water,  and  the  Lord's 
Supper,  are  ordinances  instituted  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  be 
observed  in  his  church. 

i).  You  believe  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  a  future  judg- 
ment and  a  future  state,  in  which  the  wicked  will  go  away  into 
everlasting  punishment  and  the  righteous  into  lite  eternal. 

[Here  Baptismal  vows  arc  recognized,  or.  if  requisite,  the  ordinance  of  Buptfcni  u  adminis- 
tered.] 

COVENANT. 

In  belief  of  these  articles  of  faith,  you  now  give  up  yourself 
to  the  Lord  Jehovah  in  an  everlasting  covenant',  never  to  be  for- 
gotten. You  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Head 
of  bis  chosen  people,  and  receive  and  submit  to  him  as  your 
Prophet,  Priest  and  King,  to  redeem  and  save  you  from  sill  and 
misery  and  bring  you  to  eternal  blessedness.  You  acknowledge 
your  obligations  to  deny  ungodliness  and  all  worldly  lusts,  and  to 
live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly  in  this  present  world,  and 
esteem  it  to  be  your  duty,  honor,  and  happiness  to  glorify  God 
and  to  be  devoted  to  his  fear.  You  acknowledge  this  to  bo  u 
church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  unite  therewith  as  a  fellow 
member  of  one  body,  engaging,  by  the  help  of  divine  grace,  to 
walk  with  us  in  the  faith  and  order  of  the  gospel.    You  prom 
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isc  diligently  and  carefully  to  attend  the  public  worship  of  God, 
the  sacraments  of  the  New  Testament,  the  discipline  of  Christ's 
kingdom,  and  all  his  administrations  in  communion  with  us,  em- 
bracing counsels  and  reproofs  with  all  humility  and  thankfulness, 
avoiding  all  sinful  stumbling-blocks,  unnecessary  contentions  and 
uneasiness,  and  that  in  nil  respects  you  will  endeavor  to  adorn 
the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour  by  a  peaceable,  inoffensive,  and 
truly  Christian  conversation. 

This  you  covenant,  and,  relying  on  divine  help,  hind  yourself 
to  perform. 

We,  then,  the  church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  do  gladly 
receive  you  into  our  holy  fellowship  and  communion  ;  in  his 
name  I  pronounce  you  a  member  of  this  branch  of  his  visible 
church,  and  we  covenant  and  engage  to  treat  you  as  such, 
to  counsel,  exhort,  reprove  and  watch  over  you  in  love  ;  and, 
should  you  at  any  time  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  to  restore 
you  in  a  spirit  of  meekness,  remembering  ourselves,  lest  we  also 
be  tempted. 

And  this  wc  do,  imploring  our  common  Lord,  that  both  we 
and  you  may  be  steadfast  and  faithful  in  his  covenant,  to  his 
praise  and  our  everlasting  comfort:  To  whom,  through  Jc  us 
Christ,  he  glory  in  the  church  throughout  all  ages,  world  without 
end.  Amen.

No  practicable  pains  have  been  .-pared  to  present  the  names  and  dates  In  this  eatali  ju 
correctly.  While  it  is  believed  that,  in  general,  accuracy  has  been  attain  '1,  ii  i-  nut  •  !•  ubti  d 
that  errors  w  i  11  be  detected.  The  Records  of  the  church,  with  those  <<f  the  town,  nsb  •  ui  Ij 
periods,  furnish  nothing  like  a  complete  registry  of  deaths.  The  private  records  that  have 
been  accessible,  are  so  indefinite,  that,  in  many  cases,  it  is  left  questionable,  who  the  individ- 
ual is,  whose  death  i  ;  mentioned.  The  design  of  particularity  in  the  catalogue,  and  of  the 
historic  notices  appended,  is  to  preserve  facts  which  aru  in  danger  of  being  irrecoverably 
lo.^t;  to  awaken  interest  in  the  search  for,  and  the  preservation  of  such  facts;  and  thuslu 
aid  some  historian  who,  it  may  be  hoped,  will  yet  appear,  and  produco  a  work,  the  fruil  of 
patient  research,  and  sound  judgment,  of  wliioh  this  ancient  town  is  certainly  worthy.  M  i 
than  is,  perhaps,  common,  the  history  of  North  Yarmouth,  thus  far,  ha*  been  ii'  utificd  with 
that  of  the  chun  h

The  settlement  luul  now  existed  for  a  period  of  front  Uiirty  to  forty  years;  but,  1675

SECOND  OCCUPATION— Till!  TONYS  INOOIU'ORATED. 

Peace  was  concliuU  d  at  Falmouth,  April  1078,  and  the  inhabitants,  most  of  whoinsurvired 
immediately  began  to  return  to  their  desolate  homes.  In  1078,  tin-  Province  of  Maine  f>. 
the  sob  and  jurisdiction  of  wluch  QoYcrnmeuc  and  Oouipanj  of  Massachusetts  had  Ion;! 
been  contending  ftith  He;  Gorget  faxnilj ,  became  Urn  propi  rty  of  the  form*  r,  who  purchasi  .1 
Gorges'  title  for  £1250 sterling.  Shortly  after,  Thomas  Danfortb  wasappohited  by  Mi  i  acini- 
setts',  Provincial  l'r«  ident.  At  a  court  held  by  him  at  Stork,  early  in  1080,  conQrmatioi 
was  made  to  Joseph  Phippon  and  others  of  a  "  to  wnship  of  land  five  miles  -in  width  on  each 
side  of  tho  YVeseustogo  river,"  winch  grant  bad  before  been  made  bj  Gorges;  and  at  an  as- 
sembly in September  of  that  year,  the  town  was*  incorporated,  appears  bj  tlie  fbllowin;

Tlie  comroittee  above  named  were  soon  superseded  by  the  appointment  of  John  Roy  all, 
John  York,  John  Harris  and  Waiter  GendnH,  as  Trustees  of  the  town  ;  and  at  a  general  town 
.11  letting,  at  the  houhe  of  Thomas  IHa.-htield,  Feb.  108u,  grants  of  land  were  made  to  fourteen 
inhabitants,  vix.  to  Thomas  Blashfleld,  Henry  Coombs,  William  AshfoU,  William,  Samuel, 
Jhaac  and  Benjamin  Larabee,  Roger  Edwards,  Amos  Stevens  and  John  Provender — the  con- 
veyances signed  by  the  Trustees.  Subsequently  grants  were  made  to  Peter  Blackman,  John 
tihovc,  Samuel  Lane,  and  to  two  others 
lusij.  Thomas  Blashfield  administered  on  the  estate  of  Roger  B  I  wards,  di  et  >sed 
The  Families  now  amounted  t<»  np  wards  of  thirty-six  in  number,  located  chief!)  about  the 
fivers,  and  along  the  sea  shore,  from  the  north-east  bounds  of  1'almouth  to  the  south-west 
limits  of  Brunswick. 

SECOND  BREAKING  DP  OF  T1IF.  SETTLEMENT. 

The  inhabitants  had  not  schools,  sanctuaries,  framed  hou  ics,  nor  evi  n  brl  Iges  and  passa- 
ble roads ;  but  a  ten  years'  peace  had  enabled  them  to  repair  the  ruins  of  the  last  war.  and 
make  some  advances.  These  advances  of  civilization,  the  Indians  were  n>-t  ignorant,  must  be 
as  the  advance  upon  them  of  approaching  flumes.  The  plantation  at  North  Yarmouth  they 
regarded  a  direct  encroachment,  and  violation  of  treaties  ;  and  on  the  banks  of  KoyaU;s  river, 
blood  was  lirsi  shed  in  the  Province  i-  in  King  \\  idiom's  war." 

The  house  of  John  Royall,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  was  a  fort.  For  more  effectual  d<  - 
Fence,  September  16S8,  \\  alter  Gcndall  had  been  ordered  by  Government  to  build  a  stockade 
on  the  west  side,  at  Callen  Point,  and  liad  commenced  the  work.  Early  in  the  morning  two 
men  were  sent  over  from  Royall 'a  before  the  rest  of  tin;  workmen,  to  make  preparation  for 
operations  contemplated  for  the  day.  These  men  were  taken  by  the  Indian*;  and  sccun  i. 
The  other  laborers  coming  over  soon  after  to  their  work,  wi  re  met  by  the  Indians  coming 
from  the  bushes,  who  exhibited  themsi  Ives,  as  if  disposed  B>r  a  quarrel.  On'  of  the  I  irabi  1  . 
whose  brother  is  believed  to  have  been  one  of  the  two  men  already  nia  le  prisoners,  baring 
received  a  violent  push,  lifted  his  guh,  and  shot  his  assailant  dead.  While  bring,  Larabco 
was  seized  by  another  Indian,  but  wus  rescued  by  lieneihe  Puhdfer  striking  the  Indian  with 
the  edge  of  his  broad-axe,  when  the  Bkiriatoh  became  general.  The  English,  inferior  in  nuin- 
b.r,  having  withdrav  n  to  a  place  of  less  exposure  under  the  bank  of  the  river,  defended  them 
Selves  without  loss,  till  Capt.  Gcndall,  at  Itoyall'a,  perceived  by  the  cessation  of  their  tir-  . 
that  their  ammunition  was  exhausted.  Taking  a  supply,  and  stan  ling  erect  in  a  float,  wit!,  a 
win  nir  t'<  BS«ist  him,  he  proceeded  towards  the  wesu  rn  shore,  trusting  to  hi.  former  friendly 
relations  with  the  natives  for  his  safely,  before  the  float  \sas  entirely  across,  be  red  ived  a 
fatal  rl*  .t,  and  throwing  the  ammunition  to  the  aien  in  distress,  lived  only  to  saj  .  "  1  have 
lost  my  hie  in  your  service."  Gcndall  is  supposed  to  have  had  no  male  issue.  Hi-  widow  was 
afterwards  tlie  wile  ofTheodosius  Moore,  of  tlie  vicinity  of  Boston.   No  other  inhabitant  had 

done  OS  much  as  he  to  forward  the  interests  Of  the  town. 

The  party  having  received  the  ammunition  defended  themselves  til]  night,  when  the  In- 
dians retired  to  their  favorite  resort,  bane's  Island,  ami  murdered  tlie  two  unhappy  men  who 
had  fallen  inU  their  hands  in  the  morning.  No  other  whites  lost  their  lives.  Mr.  Ilurrto, 
grandfather  of  the  hue  Capt.  William  Harris,  of  Mew  Gloucester,  was  taken  and  led  by  two 
Indians,  holding  bun  by  the  hair  of  the  head,  to  the  Cre< b.  low  Callen  Poinl ;  but  on.-  <  1 
the  Indians  letting  go  bis  hold  to  tin-  upon  the  whites,  ho  wrenched  himself  from  tlie  other, 

and  C fleeted  bis  escape,  a  gun  pointed  at  him  missing  lire     It  is  .-aid  that  John  Koyall  WOS 

taken  prisoner,  and  afterwards  redeemed  bj  Castine  * 

The  inhabitants  now  betook  thuuiselvcs  to  Jewell's  Island,  where  they  were  barely  ablo  to 
ekfond  IhemSClVCS,  till  they  were  taken  bj  a  v..  >.l  U>  Bo  ton,  and  wow  Bcatu  w  i  in  that 
cinity

of  the  former  towu  wove  destroyed,  while  those  of  the  latter  wore  preserved.

King  William's  war  was  not  terminated  t  ill  K»'.»  Another  war  soon  commenced  which  tail 
ed  till  1712.  Three  towns,  York,  Kittery  and  Wells  Burrived  these  periods  of  blood.  North 
Yarmouth  being  a  frontier  town.  no  attempt  to  re-people  ;r  was  probably  made  nil  al  "ut  17 13j 
when  the  town  had  been  desolate  twenty-five  years,  and  had  doubtless  resumed  much  of  tho 
appearance  of  its  original  solitude.  Now  the  ancient  settlers,  and  their  lairs,  began  to  return 
t<»  the  ashes  of  their  former  habitations.  Massachusetts  was  desirous  to  revifo  the  oblitera- 
ted towns  in  the  Province,  and,  17 1-J,  appointed  ••  ■  Committee  of  eastern  claim.-  and  settle- 
ments," consisting  of  nine  gentlemen,  of  which  Committee  Samuel  Phipps  of  Charb  Jtown, 
was  clerk.  The  records  of  North  Yarmouth  and  of  < -titer  towns,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of 
this  Committee,  and,  the  same  year  the  General  Coni  c  authorized  the  re-settlement  of  North 
Yarmouth  together  w  ith  that  of  the  towns  of  Saco,  Scarborough ,  Falmouth,  and  Arrowsick. 

1715.  Abomawn,  an  Indian,  conveyed  to  the  heirs  of  Stephen  Larubee  a  lot  of  land  on 
the  west  side  ot"  Koy  all's  river,  bounded  as  follows  ; — Beginning  at  a  creek  called  Weathcrby's 
creek  and  running  from  thence  south,  by  the  river,  to  a  rock,  known  by  the  name  of  Bray's 
Rock  ;  and  from  thence  westerly  to  Weare's  Point,  and  northerly  to  the  old  Christian  burial 
place,  ut  the  head  of  Atwell's  Creek ;  with  two  islands  thereunto  belonging."  As  early  aj. 
1715,  the  saw  mill  at  the  lower  Kails  was  rebuilt  i>y  Nathaniel  Weare,  w  ho  had  become  a  pro- 
prietor in  the  Gedney  claim,  which  was  again  Boon  destroyed  and  afterwards  built  again  by 
Peter  Weare,  son  of  Nathaniel.  In  the  spring  of  1720,  the  government  despatched  forty 
soldiers  to  the  Province,  to  he  located  in  the  forts,  to  guard  the  frontie  r  towns,  five  of  whom 
were  stationed  at  North  Yarmouth.  Tins  year  the  town  had  adopted  civil  regulations,  and 
Peter  Weare  was  clerk  of  the  town.  His  rec  ords  were  lost,  it  is  supposed  destroyed,  for  in- 
terested purposes  connected  with  the  Stephens'  purchase. 

172o.  William  Scales,  Peter  Weare  and  others,  petitioned  the  General  Court  lor  soldiers  (•• 
he  stationed  at  three  garrisons  already  well  built,  stating  that,  the  preceding  year,  there  were 
twenty  families  hi  town,  two  saw  mills,  ami  prospects  of  a  very  flourishing  settlement  ; 
but  the  Indians  having  attacked  Arrowsick,  the  women  and  children  wi  re  cent  away,  and 
several  of  the  men  left  the  town.  The  names  of  11k:  settlers  arc  appended  :  Edmund  Clark, 
Joseph  Bean,  Benjamin  Blaxton,  John  Felt,  John  Osborne,  Lewis  Tucker,  William  Roberts, 
living  convenient  to  gp  to  .Mr.  Samuel  Bucknam's  Garrison  ;  James  Buxton,  Matthew  Seal  - 
Joseph  Felt,  Francis  Wyman,  .James  Niccalls,  convenient  to  go  to  Mr.  William  Scales'  Garri- 
son; John  Downer,  John  Brock,  Isaac,  Stephen  and  Benjamin  Larabce,  James  Parker, 
'l  h  nnas  l.nvrvrihy,  and  Joseph  Harris,' convvnii  ut  to  go  to  s?t<  pbi  u  Lai  il  iJc's  and  L'apt.  Par- 
ker's Garrison. 

NORTH  YARMOUTH,  A  PROPRIETY. 
Twelve  years  had  elapsed  since  tlm  .settlement  was  last  revived j  its  a  Pairs  had  been  con- 
ducted in  hut  a  desultory  manner,  and  many  families  h  id  removed.    Complaint  WOS  mado 
that  the  defence  of  the  towu  was  neglected  by  government     la  the  year  172'J,  at  the  petition 
of  the  inhabitants  and  others,  claimants  of  possessions  in  North  Yarmouth,  tie-  Gent  rol  Court 
appointed  a  Committee,  consisting  of  William  Tayler,  BhskaCook,  William  Dudley,  John 
Smith  and  John  Powoll,  to  superintend  the  settlement  and  manage  tie.-  prudential  affairs  of 
the  town.   All  claimants  to  possessions  were  required  to  have  their  titles  confirmed  by  this 
committee,  and  their  decisions  were  in  all  prudential  matters  binding,  subject  only  to  a  re- 
view by  the  Court    They  received  from  Oapt.  Samuel  PhippS,  Clerk  of  the  Court's  Cnmmit- 
teooftheyear  17 13,  the  ancient  Reeords  of  the  town,  hold  their  meetings  usually  in  Bo  in, 
hut  as  necessity  demanded,  at  North  Yarmouth,  and  continued  their  generally  wise  equlta 
ble  and  energetic  superintendence,  for  about  eleven  years.   Ancient  Bottlers  had  thl  If  I  •

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STRUGGLES  WITH  A D1 BR8S  CIBOUMSTANUKS. 
Nothing  liko  bhc  rapid  advances  in  obtaining  the  conveniences  aiidconifbrts  oflifb,  witness- 
ed in  later  times,  was  known  at  the  beginning.  Host  of  the  (others  lived  not  t<»  enjoj  thi 
state  of  independence  and  ease,  in  which,  through  encountering  tuwdahipe and  peril-  thej 
placed  their  descendants.  There  is  evidence  that  tli»  ir  industry  wad  as  bidcCitig  ible  an  it  tyiuj 
necessary  ;  but  their  struggles  with  the  hardships  Incident  t«  their  condition  were  Severe  and 
protracted. 

The  settlement  Buffered  much  from  the  fict,  thai  many  <>r  tlt»_-  proprietors  were  not,  and  did 
not  intend  to  be,  inhabitants,  and  A  lt  no  comniun  Intercut  with  the  settlers  (br  the  welfare  of 
the  town.  James  Parker,  1728,  writing  to  the  Committee,  states  tliat  but  twelve  men  were 
settled  on  the  home  li>t>,  seven  on  their  own  lot,-,  and  live  as  tenants,  lie  complains  of  pro- 
prietors, that  they  are  more  ready  to  lease  than  to  settle ;  and  of  the  tenants,  that  they  neg- 
lect their  lota,  and  employ  themselves  in  cutting  wood  and  timber  from  the  commons,  and 
even  on  other  men's  lots.  "  I  have  this  day  seen  the  choicest  timber  cut  down  and  sawn  Into 
Ix. it-;  tor  staves.  Transient  men  eome  down  in  gangs  and  cut  from  the  Islands;  of  whom 
there  are  now  nineteen  on  Gebeag,  and  several  vessels  cutting  their  loads.  Thus  it  has  been 
all  winter."  In  a  communication  of  Jacob  Mitchell  and  eight  other  inhabitants,  172:),  in  re- 
lation to  these  transient  men,  it  Is  naid,  "Every  tree  that  is  lit  for  moats,  or  staves,  or  shin- 
gles, and  many  other -oils  of  timber,  they  send  away." 

The  committee  at  Boston,  however  wise,  and  generally  honorable,  in  their  own  right,  and 
in  that  of  relatives,  were  considerably  interested  ;  and,  from  their  location,  were,  not  unnatu- 
rally, more  subject  to  the  inlluence  of  non-resident  than  of  the  reai  lent  proprietors.  A  num- 
ber of  the  inhabitants  expostulating  with  them  hold  language  as  follows:  11  While  non-resi- 
dents say,  we  will  not  have  the  best  of  the  lands  yet ;  let  tenants  bring  too  the  bad  land  ;  re  i- 
dentS  say,  we  must  have  the  good  land  first,  to  enable  us  to  get  our  bread,  which  we  cannot 
do  without  visible  means at  about  the  same  period,  Samuel  Seabury,  Jacob  Mitchell,  and 
T.  Bennett,  sub-committee,  write ;  "  The  order  for  leaving  fifty  acres  at  the  head  of  Mr.  John 
Powell's  lota  will  not  bo  complied  with.  We  observe  you  hove  employed  Mr.  John  Jones  to 
survey,  whom  the  proprietors  here  have  resolved  not  to  i>a),  as  we  can  obtain  aurvoyors  at 
band,  and  pa)  the  charge  vviih  more  ease.  You  likewise  iroposc  on  us  the  advice  id  .Mr 
Powell  in  all  affairs,  which  we,  as  a  committee,  cannot  comply  with." 

The  soil  of  many  of  the  home  lots,  as  tillage  land,  was  nearly  worthleSN  ;  to  recede  far  from 
tin.- shore  was  dangerous  j  and  agriculture  by  the  ftttlers  was,  from  necessity, much  neglected. 
All  common  charges  were  met  b>  n  h'*  upon  the  home  lots;  and  these  taxes,  it  i-  not  to  be 
conc<  ded,  were  collecte  I  with  great  difficult)  Edward  King,  Surveyor,  complains  that  bav- 
in;,- worked  cheap  and  paid  out  mouvy  for  assistance,  he  i-  compelled  to  take  paj  ofr>  i  li  uts 
only,  not  able  at  present  to  pa)  mono)  ;  Andrew  King,  lUdlector,  that  th<>  committee  expect 
him  to  make  timely  returns,  and  yet  will  lint  allow  him  t>>  lay  distress  upon  estates  tor  which 
none  will  pay.  The  lirst  minister,  three  years  alter  B<  ttlcment,  writes  :  "  The  interest  of  thu 
money  that  I  have  been  kept  out  of,  would  have  amounted  to  about  L  is  at 6  per  cent.  Then 
are  yet  behind  1107  of  my  salary  and  settlement,  which  mroa  all  due  in  1781,  the  whole  salary 
for  1732,  and  one  half  the  present  year's  salary— in  all.  I  319.  In  the  mean  time,  1  am  ut  the 
mercy  of  the  usurer,  and  give  excessive  interest  t.<  support  myself  in  the  town." 

The  history  of  the  first  meeting  house  is  "a  history  of  the  -mall  beginnings,  alow  progress, 

and  scanty  means  of  our  ancestor.-,."  It  was  raised  in  17'-".',  and  hoarded  the  BOUM!  year;  thu 
boards  being  rafted  from  the  mill,  at  the  lower  Bills,  t"  Laraboo's  landing  ;  there  being  nu 
road  from  the  falls  to  the 'place  of  its  location.   In  this  state  it  had  alreadj  been  used  ana 

house  of  WOXHhlp  through  two  severe  winters,  when  Itei  A.  It  Cutter  writes  to  the  commit- 
tee, complaining  of  them  tor  postponing  a  contemplated  vi-it .  "  Tie  people  are  much  nr'u  \.  1 
ut  thlB  delay,  especially  as  the  meeting  house  will  be  hi  fc'bj  BO  ret  aided,  that  thi  r.  can  t  l  e 
time  to  do  any  thing  to  purpose,  tin.,  fall ;  and  we  bead  passing  another  winter  in  it,  as  \.c 
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did  t  lie  last.''  ft  was  not  clapboarded  Till  one  ye  Ax  alt  r  this,  17<>i ,  and  the  pews  irerfl  n<i 
built  and  divi ded  among  tin*  proprietors,  till  I7  ;.» 

In  the  year  17!1<>,  insteiid  of  1(M>,  tbcro  were  only  41  dwelling  bourns  and  twelve  frami ! , 
and  it  is  not  to  be  Bupposed  that  many  of  these  were  u  veil  Jlni$ktd.n  Twentj  years  aftei 
there  appeal  to  have  been  but  two  or  three  dwelling  nous*  g  at  the  falls  ,  and  in  1768,  none  on 
Gloucester  road  above  the  form  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Cutter  As  bite  as  1798,  there  were  i-ui 
about  six  dwellings  at  the  falls,  and  about  twice  that  number  at  the  corner;  while  on  the 
Foreside,  and  about  the  old  meeting  house,  {lie  number  was  about  the  same  aa  at  the  present 
tiui'-. 

INCURSIONS  OF  THE  ABOIUUINES 
Till  after-the  year  1756,  the  Indians  wen-  exceedingly  troublesome.  Owhig  to  this  cause 
lands  in  the  interior  continued  i<»  lie  waste,  and  the  inhabitants  though  living  a  ear  together 
were  often  obliged  to  forsake  their  dwellings  ;  husbands  and  fathers  were  killed,  and  children 
and  wives  carried  into  captivity,  Compelled  to  carry  arms  in  their  walks,  at  their  labor  and 
their  worship,  the  inhabitants  said :  "There  is  no  peace  to  him  thai  goeth  out,  nor  to  bhn 
that  uometh  in.  We  get  our  bread  at  ihe  peril  of  »>nr  livi becanse  of  the  sword  »(  the  wil- 
derness." Mr.  Win.  Scales,  Either  <>f  Dea.  Thomas  Scales,  and  Matthew  Seal  w  1 re  Killed  iu 
the  year  1725,  on  the  Scales  farm ;  and  Boon  after,  Joseph  Felt,  father  of  Mrs.  Peter  VVcare, 
at  Broad's  Cove.  Felt's  wife  and  children  were  carried  into  captivity,  and,  afterwards,  re- 
deemed by  Capt.  WearCi  Joseph  Wcare,  a  grandson  of  Kelt,  never  lost  an  opportunity  to  be 
revenged  on  the  Indians.  Wc  might  contemplate  witli  different  feelings  his  risks  of  his  own 
life,  the  thrilling  narratives  of  his  daring,  and  the  number  of  the  natives  put  death  by 
him,  but  for  the  fact  that  the  red  man  received  far  greater  wrongs  from  the  whites  than  he 
inflicted  on  them. 

Joseph  Sweat  was  killed  June  Kl,  17-hi,  riding  upon  a  horse  near  .Mr.  Nathaniel  Man- 
chard's;  Philip  Grcely,  ancestor  of  theClreely  family  of  this  town  and  of  Portland,  August 
9th  of  the  same  year,  at  the  lower  Palls,  near  the  house  of  the  late  Mr.  David  True,  where  a 
company  of  thirty-two  Indians  had  Hccreted  themselves,  with  the  design  <d  surprising 
Wearo's  garrison,  when  the  men  should  have  gone  to  their  labor.  Thoj  were  discovered  by 
the  dog  of  Mr.  Qreely,  else  they  had  probably  suffered  him  to  pass  unmole  ed.  The  loss  oi 
bis  life  was  not  improbably  the  Baving  of  that  of  many.  Aug.  26,  17 hi.  Richard  Stubbs  wan 
taken  and  Mr.  Clarke  killed.  April  J4.  1717,  blphrahn  Foster  was  kill<d  and  hi*  wife  and 
children  taken— the  latter  returned  in  October.  May  21,  11 18,  Mr.  Pcttingill  and  Mr.  Clough 
were  taken.  June  20, 1748,  Eli  Itoyall,  son  of  John  Itoyall,  Ebenezcr  Cuton  and  Benjamin 
Lake,  were  together  on  the  Ledge  in  the  rear  of  the  meeting  bouse,  when  they  wi  re  sui ,  ri  t 
bj  a  party  of  ludiuns.  Itoyall  was  a  runner  and  escaped  Mr  Cutter's  gnrri  un ;  I  ike 
took  a  riiruilousi  route,  aud  was  rul  ofl  and  takeu.  Eaton  wore  u  knapsack  which  in  tho 
race  became  deranged  and  he  was  taken  and  offered  quarter  lie  bad  affirmed  that  he  would 
not  he  carried  Into  captivity  ;  and  OS  he  could  drag  the  Indians  down  the  hill,  and  they  could 
not  draw  him  up,  ho  was  put  to  death. 

Sept.  10, 1750,  the  inhabitants,  in  consternation,  all  moved  into  garrisons.  Maj  25,1761, 
Joseph  Chandler,  aged  12,  bou  of  fckhnund,  and  Solomon  aged  }2,  and  Daniel  aged  7.  sons  el 
Benjamin  Mitchell,  were  taken  near  (he  house  of  Mr.  Nathan  OilkeS.  Chandler  ami  Solomon 
Mitchell  were  soon  recovered,  hut  Daniel  Mitchell,  lather  ol  the  late  Daniel  Mil.  hell,  of  ilm 
town,  was  with  the  Indians  for,  a  period  often  years.  June  8,  1711,  Josepb  Burnil  was 
killed. 

Saturday,  May  4, 1766.  A  large  party  of  Indians  appear,  i  at  Topshom,  win  re  they  separ- 
ated, one  party  to  to  New  Meadows,  and  the  other  to  North  Yarmouth.  The  lattei  part) . 
at  day  break,  on  Sabbath  morning  assaulted  the  house  of  Mr.  Thomas  Main.  -,  al  Flying 
Point,  which  though  well  fortified,  they  finally  entered.  John  Martin  was  in  the  chamber  «>f 
the  house  with  a  loaded  gun  ;  but  not  being  able  hi  the  darkai  u  to  Bud  it,  ki  pt  himself  c<.u- 
cealed.  Mr. Haines,  his  wife  and  children,  aud  a  sister  of  Mrs  Maine*,  were  dragged  from 
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i-ut  hcu.se,  near lo  which  Mr.  Moines  was  shot ;  meanwhile  Ua.  Moines  mi  l  the  children 
succeeded  in  regaining  tin-  house  aud  fastening  the  door.  A  ball  fr>>ni  a  gun  oi  tin-  Indians 
entered  the  house  and  was  fatal  t<»  an  infant  in  the  arms  ol  Mrs.  Haines  aud  al  length  the 
Indians  again  entered  the  dwelling,  hut  Martin  pointing  bis  gun  r  hich  ho  b  id  fouud,  through 
the  chamber  floor,  and  dropping  one  of  thoni  in  the  entry  by*  shot,  retalniug  the  sister  of 
Mrs.  Maines  and  bearing  away  with  them  their  wounded  man,  they  hastily  departed.  Mr 
Haines  and  the  infant,  Robert,  were  buried  mar  the  old  meeting-house  In  Brum  wick.  The 
report  of  tin;  guns  was  heard  by  Mr.  Baton  at  Unrpswell,  as  also  bj  Mr.  Babble,  on  Cousins' 
Island,  who  hastened  to  the  assistance  of  the  excited  uud  ofllictcd  survivors  of  the  Muines 
family. 

The  preceding  mournful  incidents  have  been  derived  chiefly  from  the  papers  of  Deacon 
Jonas  Mason,  whojnoted  them  at  the  time  of  their  occurrence.  Mr.  Maines  was  the  last  in- 
habitant »f  the  town  killed  by  the  natives.  Mr.  Moodj  fr>  m  Fork,  spending  a  Sabbath  with 
the  Mitchell  family,  in  the  ibscuco  of  their  sons,  preached  from  Mattb.2:  18 : — "  JIachel 
weeping  lor  her  children,  and  would  no)  be  comforted  L><-<  ause  thoy  are  m-i 

IMPORTANT  LAW  SUITS. 
Morrieoncag,  Gcheag,  and  Oousins's  Island,  and  some  tracts  of  laud  on  the  main,  w  ithin 
the  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  town  were  Allowed  by  the  Proprietors  to  bo  equitably  held  by 

ancient  titles;  but  they  steadily  refused  to  allow  the  validity  of  the  title  of  the  claimauts  un- 
der .Stephens  by  the  Indian  deed,  to  land  about  Royall's  river,  R.  Qeduoy,  of  Salem,  into 
whose  hands  it  fella  second  time,  dec<  seed  in  the  year  \>>M  After  thi-s,  for  purposes  ol  »]  i 
nlation,  many  purchased  into  the  claims.  Nathaniel  ISmmes  and  others,  of  Boston,  with  Seth 
Gibson  and  others  of  London,  L730,  recovered  judgment  for  partition  of  the.  premises  contain- 
i.ng  on'  thousand  acres  <</  la  ml,  hi  the  north  of  the  town,  with  the  privileges  of  the  ii\cr. 
Peter  Weave  had  one  fifth,  and  Joseph  b'ellowes  one  fifth,  who  -  did  deny  to  make  partition.-1 

'fhe  same  year,  to  bring  the  claim  to  a  trial,  the  proprietors  made  a  grant  to  Jacob  .Mitch.  11 

and  Samuel  Seabury,  of  "  so  much  of  the  river  at  the  lower  Falls,  as  maybe  needful  for  a 
grist,  mill,  and  tou  acres  of  land  adjoining."  Seabury  and  Mitchell  built  the  mill,  but  were 
ejected  by  an  action  instituted  by  Nathaniel  ISiuiues,  one  of  the  claimants  under  Geduoy. 
Not  dispirited,  the  proprietors,  1741,  commenced  their  action  against  the  claimants  for  the 
part  of  the  claim  lying  in  the.  Gore,  to  try  the  validity  of  the  title  of  die  claimants  from  the  In- 
dian deed;  and,  1712,  another  action  tor  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  acre  division,  to  try 
t  heir  title  by  possession  or  by  improvements;  in  both  of  which  actions  the)  wore  successful. 
"  Thus,"  says  Edward  Russell,  Esq.,  u  terminated  the  most  important  suit  that  the  town  or 
inhabitants  have  e\er  been  engaged  in."  Out  the  title  to  portions  of  this  property  ha?,  since, 
bi  en  matter  of  litigation. 

The  proprietors,  before  the  suits  above  recited  were  tornuuated,  voluntarily  relinquished 
Co  the  claimants  under  Stephens,  with  reset  rations,  ;i  tract  of  land  about  the  Falls  win  re  thi  y 

had  made  the  greatest  improvements.  .Nathaniel  BnuueB,  Boon  alter,  sold  to  Andrew  Tuck, 
an  inhabitant  of  the  town,  a  part  of  this  grant;  ami,  either  accidentally  or  hy  design,  Bunnes' 
deed  in  the  terms  of  it  included  the  landing  at  the  lower  tails,  which  the  Proprietors  never 
granted  to  the  claimants  under  Stephens^  and  a  right  to  which  in  his  liic.  'J  ock  was  never  un- 
derstood to  assert.  Tuck  died  Intestate,  17>>'J;  and  taking  advantage  of  the  terms  of  thrones' 
deed,  1796,  Daniel  MoOurdy  of  Lincoln  County,  in  right  of  his  wife,  daughter  of  Tuck,  and 
Edward  Bvcrton  of  North  Varmouth,  in  right  of  his  wife  grand-daughter  ol  Tuck,  oonuni  net  i 
a  suit  against  David  Jones,  Payne  Elwell,  llannah  Russell,  and  twelve  others,  the  object  ol 
which  was,  to  gain  possession  of  one  undivided  fifth  of  the  property  in  question,  for  tat  h  ol 
the  plaintiffs  The  defendants  resisted  this  claim,  first  si  the  Inferior  Court  at  New  Qloncea- 
ter,  and  thou  at  tlie  Superior  Court  at  Falmouth ;  not  on  the  ground  that  the  selectmen  had 

laid  out,  and  the  town  accepted,  the  landing  in  1768,  which  was  fact;  siuce  evidence  was 

(♦anting  that  the  Proprietory  ever  conveyed  tli  laniin.  to  the  town:  and  it  was  n<,t  main- 
tained thai,  the  laying  out.  without  pa]  iu-;  m  i  i<'  the  i'<*\ u  i«  gal  po ..-  ssor .  hoi  on  the  grouo  U 
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that  the  premises  had  fimo  the  beginning  been  nsed  as  a  landing  ;  that  Tuck  saw  the  town  In 
quiet  possession  more  than  forty  years;  that  in  various  sales  of  lands,  and  In  ether  bn  Ini  u 
transactions,  he  had  admitted  the  town's  title  ;  that  the  landing  .\a.s  alike  •  I  lentta]  to  the  con- 
venience of  the  town  and  the  country  in  the  interior ;  aud  finally .  that  the  soil  was  maneioua- 
ly  instigated  by  Daniel  Brinkwater  ami  Bamuel  .Martin,  who,  having  been  disappointed  in 
some  of  their  interested  view*,  had  taken  this  method,  as  tiny  bad  threatened  they  would  l 
to  he  revenged  on  the  town,  ami  had  secured  Everton  again  -t  liability  to  o  -t  from  the  action. 
A  similar  claim  hy  the  heirs  of  Andrew  Tuck,  prosecuted  in  1S-17,  resulted  no  more  luvoroldy 
than  the  preceding,  to  the  pretensions  of  the  claimants. 

INCORPORATION  AND  HOUNDS  OF  THE  TOWN. 

After  considerable  delays  occasioned  by  opposition  from  Proprietors  nol  resident,  by  an 
order  of  the  General  Court,  April  6, 1733,  North  Yarmouth  was  reinvested  with  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  a  town ;  and  .May  14,1733,  Bamuel  Seabury,  Moderator,  the  organisation 
was  entered  upon,  which  has  been  continued  without  interruption  till  tin-  present  time  Uar- 
nabas  Seabury,  chosen  Clerk,  at  tin:  first  meeting,  was  continued  in  tin:  office  uninterrupted' 
ly,  witli  the  exception  of  one  year,  in  which  Hubert  Bailey  wa  Clerk,  till  ITo'J.  David  Mltch- 
ell  then  ln  ld  the  office  thirty-three  years  till  17U5 ;  and  he  has  been  succeeded  by  Samuel 
r.  Russell,  Levi  Cutter,  M  m.  Todd,  Edward  Russell,  M  m.  Buxton,  Win.  Dawes  aud  Banim  1 
Sweetser.  The  Treasurers  of  the  town  bave  been  Jedidiah  Southworth,  Andrew  King,  <!iii><  rt 
Winslow,  Wm.  Cutter,  John  Gray,  Jacob  Mitchell,  Win.  U.  Stockbridgc  and  Samm  l  8w<  etser. 
The  Selectmen  prior  to  the  year  1800,  were  Jacob  Mitchell,  Joseph  Chandler.  Francis  Wyman, 
Stephen  Laral.ee,  Andrew  King,  Samuel  b'ishcr,  Joseph  fellows,  John  Powell,  John  Duhnoy, 
Peter  VVoare,  Benjamin  ingersoll,  Cornelius  Soule,  Auuni  It.  Cutter,  Samuel  Chandler,  Jacob 
Mitchell,  2d.,  EdwardKing,  John  White,  Gilbert  Winslow,  Zachariah  Chandler,  tfehemlah 
Ward,  Timothy  Bailey,  Bdmuud  Chandler,  Jonas  Mason,  Solomon  Mitchell.  John  Lewis, 
Solomon  Loring,  Alexander  Wilson,  .Samuel  Merrill,  Thomas  Scale,,  John  Lorlng,  David

After  tin:  unnexation  of  the  yore,  in  \T6~,.  the  hound-  of  tin:  town  were  from  the  white  rock 
adjoining  Falmouth,  N.  U  .  eight  miles  ;  the  nee  X.  ):.  eleven  utiles  ;  theuee  S.  K  .  ight  utiles 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Bungonug  river;  ami  from  the  white  rock  and  the  mouth  of  the  rivur, 
eleven  milei  di-Mut  from  each  ofcher-on  the  shore,  to  extend  S  B  into  the  Buy.  These  lines 
embrace,  a  territory  of  little  less  than  80  000  *quurc  acres.  Including  Mure  I'oiut,  &Icrricone:ig, 
Great ;  Choboseedcjnut,  Small  Point  and  the  islands  between  Lucksc'a  Souud  and  Dupe  Small 
Point  itoyall  s  river,  in  North  Yarmouth,  -even  miles  northeast  fn  iii  Presum]  tot  t,  luu  Its 
rise  in  New  Gloucester,  and  alter  running  fifteen  miles  and  receiving  tributary  streams 
descends  four  principal  falls,  all  within  the  distance  of  half  a  mile,  and  about  two  miles  from 
the  sea,  at  the  last  of  which  it  meets  with  tin  tide  at  the  head  of  navigation.  The  first  GUI  is 
about  seventeen  and  one-half  feet,  and  the  others  tire  about  fifteen  foi  t  each.  . 

The  islands,  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  towft,  Include  a  large  portion  <  t  the  Islands 
In  the  celebrated  Oaseo,  (anciently  Aoocisco)  bay.  Those  claimed  by  the  Proprietors  and  li 
vided  among  them,  from  ninety  to  one  hundred  In  number,  were  estimated  to  contain  thir- 
teen thousand  thirty-five  acres,  Beventy-scven  rods.  Several  of  the  Largest  of  those  em- 
braced in  the  town  were  held  by  oth.  r  proprietors.

Boil  two  meeting  houses,  ami  two  Rood  Iwirlmrs  it  i-  Aimous  hi  it  •  history,  and  undent  pro* 
prletnrs.  The  first  sale  of  it  on  record  i>  iron,  Klgby,  an  Knglish  Proprietor,  to  Walter  Mi  rrj , 
of  Boston.  In  IG80,  it  wa..-oidto  the  snnaol  i{.  v  rtoherl  Jordan,  of  Spurwink,  who  oon 
veyed  660  acres  on  the- island  to  Wnltei  Kendall    lnl?48,hwaj  owned  bj  the  first  church 
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in  Boston  and  by  Col.  Thomas,  vVoatbrook.  Cousins*  /'■:*/,  eo  I  from  Gebeag,  and  nearer 
the  main,  from  which  it  presents  a  very  beautiful  appearance,  hi  also  high,  has  a  good  s<  >il  t 
and  contains  about  six  excellent  farms,  it  Is  two  miles  long,  and  ball  a  mile  wide.  This 
island  the  proprietors  of  North  Yarmouth  did  Dot  claim,  nor  that  of  Little  John,  ooutaining 
two  hundred  acres  of  good  land,  and  at  low  water  extending  to  Cousins1  rslaud  .Mo  t  of  the 
other  islands,  south  of  Merriconeag  Neck, axe  small,  containing  each  bom  two  to  fifteen  acres. 
(heat  Chebascodegan,  vrbich  is  an  important  constituent  of  tin;  town  of  BarpsweU,  is  the 
largest  Island  in  Oasco  Day,  ami  is  remarkable  for  the  extreme  Irregularity  of  Us  shape. 
Though  not  nioru  than  sis  and  a  half  miles  long,  and  thro-  miles  wide,  its  circuit  at  the 
water's  edge  in  more  than  fifty  miles,  it  is  separatod  from  Darpswell  Neck,  tor  more  than  a 
mile,  by  a  strait  of  the  width  of  only  a  few  roils,  in  the  year  1672,  Ilarpswell  Neok  and 
Island  n'ercsold  by  the  fndians  to  an  inhabitant  named  Colo.  This  title  becoming  tin-  prop- 
erty of  Massachusetts,  was  given  to  Harvard  College.  Nicholas  Bhaplcigh  of  York  proved 
previous  title  from  a  purchase  in  1060.  lie  sold  his  right  to  Richard  Wharton,  who  sold  to 
the  Pegypscot  proprietors.  The  College  prosecuted  their  claim  in  1731,  but  the  Pegypscot 
proprietors  prevailed. 

Marc  Point,  a  tongue  of  land  south-west  from  Harpswcll,  the  south  extremity  of  Bruns- 
wick, was  set  otT  from  North  Yarmouth  and  annexed  to  that  town  in  1739.  In  the  year  1711, 
the  town  was  dismembered  of  Cape  Small  Point  which  was  annexed  to  Georgetown.  To  this 
arrrangement  it  whs  voted,  "  that  considering  the  distance  of  said  point  of  land  from  North 
Yarmouth  meeting-house,  and  the  difficulty  of  the  passage,  the  town  gives  fees  consent." 
In  1742,  Merriconeag,  which,  the  year  preceding,  had  been  set  off  (•>  Brunswick,  through  the 
representations  of  Rev.  A.  11.  Cutter,  the  town's  agent  at  the  General  Court,  was  restored  to 
North  Yarmouth.  In  1768  with  the  islands  adjacent,  having  been  previously  a  Bccond  Parish, 
it  was  incorporated  as  the  town  of  Ilarpswell.  Preeport,  tin:  next  most  north-eastcrjj  Bcction 
of  tin:  town,  was  incorporated  in  the  year  17i:'.'.  Pownal,  originally  a  part  of  Preeport,  1808, 
became  a  separate  town.  In  1820,  North  Yarmouth  again  parted  with  a  large  and  valuable 
part  of  its  territory,  that  adjoining  Falmouth,  which  was  incorporated  as  Ihe  town  of  Cum- 
berland. Thus  besides  additions  contributed  to  two  others,  in  the  extent  of  their  territory ■ 
otnl  the  number  of  their  inhabitants,  there  are  now  live-  towns,  no  one  i  1  them  in  con  i  l<  ra- 
ble,  where  hut  one  existed. 

POPULATION  .1X1)  EMPLOYMENTS. 

At  the  breaking  up  of  the  settlement  in  IC88,  the  town  bad,  probably,  a  population  of  about 
100;  in  1722,  of  about  100.  In  1743,  a  tax  of  152  17s  Id  was  assessed  upon  eleven  towns  in 
Maine,  of  which  North  Yarmouth  paid  Lll'Jsj  Falmouth,  C513sl0d;and  ftr-unawick,  18s 
(n  1711,  N.>rrh  Yarmouth  contain.  . I  eitu  huudred  and  lifiy  "able  bodied  orfensible 
men,''  Falmouth  five  hundred,  and  llrunswiek  lift)  In  ITGl.llarpf  well  having  been  Ml  off, 
the  population  of  the  town  wa«  1070  ;  in  1701),  after  Free  port  became  a  separate  town,  it  was 
1978;  in  1800,  2599 ;  in  1810,3295;  in  1820,  3010;  in  1830,  exclusive  of  Cumberland,  then  ■ 
separate  town,  2664;  in  1840,2824.  The  aggregate  population  of  North  Yarmouth,  Ilarps- 
well, Preeport,  Pownal  and  Cumberland,  was,  in  1840,  !>7ti0. 

Steady  adherence  to  a  line  of  policy  developes  character  and  determines  destiny,  Bearcelj 
Icsb  than  the  nature  of  the  policy  adopted.  Ami  it  is  not  without  soma  foundation  in  fact, 
tha(  tin1  town  has  had  the  reputation  of  being  slow  to  change  opinions  and  habits.  The  poll 
tics,  the  religion,  and  so  also  the  employments  of  the  inhabitants,  whatever  may  bethought 
of  their  excellence  or  productiveness,  have  hitherto  exhibited  a  Bomewhat  remarkablo  self- 
cons  istehcy.  Tho  male  population  bavo  uniformly  devoted  their  principal  labor  and  capital 
tn  agriculture,  the  navigation  of  the  ocean,  and  ship  building.  Agriculture  has  received  n 
continually  increased  attention;  <jvcu. within  the  last  twentj  year*  from  better  cultivation 
and  the  u  v,  on  farms  within  COi*V<  nicnt  di.  tauce  ftt  ID  salt  wut<  r,  of  mil  manur.  »,  the  value 
nmlamouiit  of  the  annual  agricultural  products  luvo  las  u  t  n  atlj  ln<  ri  used  Ship  I  uildln 
has  continued  to  engross  an  c<iuili\  augmented  amount  of  capital,  and  to  givo  employmenl 
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t  i  increasing  numbers  of  men  j  and  the  commercial  cat  of  Hie  first  settli  rs  has  been  tran* 
utitted  to  the  later  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Seamen,  niosl  of  wham  early  become  Masters  ot 
teasels,  have  always  been  an  Important  class  In  North  Yarmouth  |  and  .1  more  numerous cla.-<a 
in  Freeport  The  towns  embraced  In  ancient  Ninth  Yarmouth.  1840.  uia  la  a  return  ttt  IS]  » 
inhabitants  engaged  in  agriculture;  800  In  manufacture*;  173- navigating  the  uceau;  and 
23  in  the  professions,  in  these  towns  there  were  then  23  pensioners  of  the  It  tvolutiou.  The 
shipping  owned  wholly,  or  in  principal  part,  In  North  Yarmouth,  in  1M7,  was  two  ships, 
three  barques, eighteen  brigs,  twenty-two  schooners,  and  threo  sloops;  making 9712  tonnage; 
the  parts  owned  in  town  valued,  by  the  assessors,  at  $128,745.  The  lumber  business,  in  later 
years,  has  necessarily  been  comparatively  inconsiderable.  Next  after  tin.-  mills  at  the  lov  at 
i-'ali.-,,  John  Powell,  Before  1780,  built  a  saw-mill  on  the  brook  at  Broad  Cove ;  where  hi-  testi- 
fied he  "had  expended  above  £1500,  and  carried  on  the  linen  manufacture ; "  and  about 
the  name  time  Gilbert  Window  and  others,  a  tide  mill  on  At*.<-li*.->  Creek,  called  fully  mill.

just,  been  erected.  James  Parker,  on  Parker's  Point,  Da  Id  Seabury,  near  the  head  of  the 
road  leading  to  Capt.  Theophilus  Drink  water's,  Samuel  B.  ker  on  the  old  farm  lor  the  poi 
ami  Benjamin  Mitchell,  near  Mr.  David  Mitchell's,  were  early  taverners.  Large  quantities  of 
Potters  ware  have  been  manufactured  in  North  Yarmouth.  This  business  was  commenced, 
1791,  by  the  late  .Mr.  John  Thomas,  a  native  of  Gloucester,  (Stjuain,)  Ms  who  served  an  ap- 
prenticeship in  Newburyporl  Men  in  most  of  the  mcchauical  trades  of  life  now  tin  l  irerj 
ready  and  profitable  employment,  and  the.  manufacturing  Interests  of  the  tovsu  are  doubtless 
destined  to  assume  a  new  importance. 

EDUCATION. 

About  forty  individuals,  natives  of  the  town,  have  received  n  collegiate  education.  At  an 
earl)  period,  ltobort  Bailey  was  employed  as  a  t<  acher  of  youth  ;  and  subsequently,  the  town 
made  an  annual  appropriation  fur  the  support  of  a  grammar  school,  which  was  instructed 
many  years  by  Judge  .Mitchell,  'lie-  town  i-  now  divided  into  seventeen  school  districts,  and 
$1420  is  the  average  annual  expenditure  for  the  support  of  public  school 

The  old  Academy  building  was  erected  In  1811,  and  in  1814  the  Trustees  of  North  Vermouth 
Academy  wen-  incorporated    tor  a  number  of  years,  th  lugh  tie-  Institution  wad  not  win. out.

Dr.  \Vm.  Parsons,  from  Gloucester,  Mass.  Dr.  Daniel  Clark,  from  Connecticut,  Dr.  dad  Hitch 
cock,  from  Pembroke,  Mass.,'  and  Dr.  Win.  B.  Gooch  followed.   Drs.  Amos  Osgood,  E leaser 
Burbnnk,  Lewis  Whitney  ami  Augustus  II.  Burbank,  are  tin-  physicians  now  in  practice  in 
the  town. 

Jeremiah  Powell  ami  Jonas  Mason  were  Judges  in  the  Provincial  Courts  j  ami  after  the 
Revolution,  John  Lewis  ami  David  Mitchell  were  Judges  in  the  Courts  of  the  State  "t  Massa- 
chusetts. Bohan  L'.  field,  who  commenced  the  practice  of  law  In  the  town  about  1700,  removed 
to  Belfast  where  he  remained  till  his  m  ath.  Barrett  L'otter,  since  Judge  of  Probate,  many 
years,  for  the  Count)  of  Cumberland,  commenced  the  practice  of  bra  in  N<>nh  Ifarmooth  in 
1801.  lie  moved  to  Gorham  and  subsequently  t..  Portlaud.  De  was  succeeded  bj  Elisha  1' 
Cutler  and  Win.  harrows,  Loth  of  whom  deceased  in  early  lit.-.  They  w<  re  I  illowed  by  John 
Mellen,  Grunvilie  Mellen,  and  Philip  Eastman,  whose  place  is  now  Oiled  by  Barnabas  Fi 
man .

Cutter,  Samuel 
Soabury,  Jacob  -Mitchell,  Joseph  Chandler,  Ebenezcr  Eaton,  Somui  I  Fisher,  Samuel  Totnian, 
Benjamin  Prince,  ami  Jedidiab  South  worth,  afllxed  theh  nam.  -  to  a  Covenant,  and  wen  con 
stitutcd  a  church,  there  being  present  "  the  Elders  and  Messengers  of  tin:  churches  of  Wells, 
Falmouth,  Scarborough  ami  Biddcford."  This  was  the  tenth  church  in  Main.-  'J  be  churches 
previously  existing  were  t  hut  in  fork,  (rat  here  J  in  the  year  1073;  Wells,  1701;  South  It.  r- 
wirk,  1701;  Ivittcry,  nil;  Elllu|,  17.:l ,  Falmouth,  (Purtland)  1727 ;  Scarborough,  1727.; 
Biddefurd,  1700 ;  Kenucbuuk  Fort,  IT.'!".

lleV.  Siumif  l  Seaburj  was  employed  by  the  Proprietors  to  preach  before  the  churcli  wan 
organised,  from  1727  to  the  autumn  of  1720.  lie  received  a  call  to  settle,  which,  for  reasons 
unknown,  he  did  not  accept.  Mr.  Seabury  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  but  Bceins 
not  to  have  been  a  son  of  Dua.  Samuel  Seabury.  Uov.  Amiui-lluhuinah  ('utter,  horn  in  West 
Cambridge,  educated  at  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of  1725,  began  to  preach  in  North  V  u- 
mouth,  Nov.  10, 1727,  and  was  ordained  firs!  pastor  of  the  church  und  minister  of  the  town 
on  the  Same  day  that  the  church  was  organized,  and  hy  the  same  council.  He  was  after  tivo 
years  dismissed,  lu  church  meeting,  Nov.  28,  ITiio,"  POSt  pi  eces  ad  D(  urn,  a  vote  was  culled  in 
writing,  whether  the  said  church  continued  uneasy  with  the  Rov.  Mr  Ammi- liuhamah  Cut 
ter,  their  pa-tor,  or  no  :  voted  uneasy.  Then  VOted  that  the  said  Mr  Cutter  be  dismissed 
from  his  pastoral  relation  to  .-aid  church.

A  Council  hud  previously  been  called  which  advised  to  Mr.  Cutter's  dismlaaion,  and  two 
days  before  the  above  action  of  tbi  church,  the  town  had  voted  his  dismission  In  case  his  n 
latiou  to  the  church  should  be  dissolved  |  in  reference  to  which  proa  eding  of  th<  town,  it  is 
recorded  :  "  Peter  Weare  do(  s  protest  against  the  carry  lu  •  on  of  this  day." 
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Mr.  ('utter  received  his  call,  while  as  yet  there  \.  is  no  ehurch  In  town,  from  the  Propi  I  tow, 
who  offered  him  £200  as  n  settlement,  and  120  ounces  of  nllver,  to  be  Inert  ss*  •  Ave  oaiicei 
annually  till  it  should  reach  140  ouuees.  As  the  first  minister  of  live  years  c  ntlnni  ice  in 
the  town,  be  also  had  confirmed  to  him  a  li^ht  in  the  dlvl  Ions  "f  the  proprfrtj  After  hi 
itismission,  Mr.  Cutter  continued  in  the  town,  as  a  physician,  about  seven  years.  He  then 
superintended  a  trading  house  fbr  the  Indians.  Hires  or  these  boo  us  were  established  in 
Maine,  in  accordance  witli  stipulations  in  a  treaty  of  Government  with  the  natives  ;  one  at 
Kurt  George,  one  at  Port  Kichmond,  and  the  third,  thai  superintended  Brst,  by  'I  libin  >-  Smith, 
father  of  Uev.  Thomas  Smith  of  Fahnoutli,  and  afterwards  by  Mr.  Cotter,  on  t'\o  Baeo  river, 
about  niue  miles  from  its  mouth.  "The  keepers  of'these  houses,  <-;,n,-ci  1  truck  masters,' 
were  annually  chosen  by  ih<-  General  Court,  i  pedal  regard  being  had  in  the  *  Lection,  i<>  men 
of  the  greatest  probity,  patience  and  discretion,  whose  characters  and  manners* -were  likewise 
acceptable  to  the  natives.  The  salary  was  £120,  and  thclsltaation  was  sought  bj  men  of  dis- 
tinguished reputation  and  influence.  The  establishment  al  Saco,  at  first  at  Winter  ffarbor( 
and  after  removed  up  the  river,  was  kept  uj>  till  17;V.',  and  the  foundations  at  the  last  loi  atimi 
are  still  visible.  While  Mr.  Cutter  was  here,  according  to  Sullivan,  he  composed  a  vocabu- 
lary of  the  dialect  of  the  Pif.kwacket  and  Ossipee  tribes,  "which  i.-.  still  extant."  In  the 
3  car  17l">.  Mr.  Cutter  commanded  a  company  in  the  noted  expedition  to  Louishurg ;  and  the 
wiutei  following  Uic  surrender  of  that  place,  bu  was  del  tiled  to  rcuiain  a  \  surgeon  and  cltief 
commandant.  —  Aug  8,  1746,  Capt.  lleiijamhi  Morgridgc,  of  Kittery,  who  had  been  connccte  I 
with  the  expedition  to  Louishurg,  arrived  at  North  Yarmouth,  having  in  charge  the  papers 
and  effects  of  .Mr.  Cutter,  the  news  of  whose  death  at  Louisburg  in  March,  17i>'>.  had  before 
reached  his  friends.  While  al  North  Yarmouth  he  took  a  prominent  part  in  all  public  trans- 
actions. .Mrs.  Cutter  was  Dorothy  llrudbury,  sister  of  Mr.  Moses  Bradbury,  nn early  hduibi- 
tant  of  the  town.  The  children  of  Mr.  Cutter  were,  Amnu-Iluhamnh,  long  a  physician  of  1! 
tinguished  reputation  in  Portsmouth,  V  II. :  William,  who  died  earl)  after  marriage^  much 
lamented  ;  Samuel,  who  has  left  a  numerous  posterity,  and  Elizabeth. 

Alter  the  dismission  of  Mr.  Cutter,  Mr  Ephraiin  Keith  from  Bridge  water  preached  in 
the  town  and  received  an  invitation  t.<  settle  in  the  ministry.  The  call,  which  <*as  not  unan- 
imous, he  deemed  it  prudent  to  decline.  The  (  lunc  h  received  ii-  second  Pastor  anil  the 
town  its  second  minister,  in  the  person  <>f  l!<v.  Nicholas  boring,  recommended  i>>  Mr 
K.  ith,  who  was  ordained,  Nov.  17.  178G.  Prayer  by  Mr.  Preuliss  of  Arundel,  Sermon  b)  Mr. 
Smith  of  b'ahnouth,  from  2d  Cor.  xii :  lf>,  Charge  by  Mr  Moody  of  York,  Right  Hand  m 
Fellowship  b)  Mr.  Thompson  of  Scarborough.  "The  nc  vlv  ordained  pastor  proposed  to  sing 
the  17th  and  li-'th  verses  of  the  G8th  Psalm,  sitter  which  he  gave  the  blessing."  Mr.  Loring 
bad  stipulated  to  him  £250,  as  a  settlement,  and  Ll-'i).  as  hi<  salary,  silver  being  counted  al 

•J7 ■>.  per  ounce    11. ■  «  ^  from  null,  Muss  id  n  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  in  the  year1732. 

His  iiihtistry  in  the  town  coiuiuuiug  for  a  period  of  27  years,  was  terminated  by  his  death, 
July  31,  171"!.  In  his  day  the  Holy  Spirit  was  pouvi  doul  <•  ctensiv<  I)  npon  Uic  churches  in  the 
country  in  connexion  with  the  labors  of  Itev.  CJeorge  Whitefleld,  of  Jonathan  Edwards,  tb  • 
Tennents  and  others.  In  March  1745,  Mr.  Whitefii  Id  had  journeyed  as  fax  eastward  :.s 
Cape  Elizabeth,  but  returning,  had  proceeded  to  Biddelbrd,  when  Mr.  Loring  and  Mr  Allen, 
Pastor  at  Copo  Elizabeth,  sent  letters  with  messengers  for  his  return.  He  listened  t"  r lu-ir 
overture  and  preached  at  Falmouth  to  Mr.  Smith's  congregation,  Saturday,  March  28,  and, 
tlu-n  proceeding  to  North  Yarmouth,  all  day,  on  the  Sabbath,  March  24,  for  Mr.  Luring,  On 
Monday ,  lie  preached  again  at  Falmouth.  Mr.  Smith  writes,  "  the  wonderful  providence  of 
Qod  is  to  be  observed  with  respect  t«.  Mr.  Whitefleld,  that  Messrs.  l/oring  and  Thompson 
should  come  just  as  they  did,  and  thai  Mr.  Whitefleld  should  conic  just  nn  he  did,  irhon 
Messrs.  Pierson,  Wuite,  Wheeler,  Moody,  Freeman  ando  hew,  were  all  gono  out  of  town,  s.» 
thai,  there  was  no  unea  :ht  i,  Imt  all  well,  and  a  general  reception  flunks  to  God  '  Before 
this,  1743, :c  A  Testimony"  of  Mi.,;,  i.  i  s  i it  mi.i  ■]  at  i'i  en  it.  .i  I . .-  put  wth,  Ii  i  ned  to 
bear  against  the  re yivuls  of  thnh period.  Thlsoerusioiind,  th<  iw  yea*,  n-«t!i  ■■• « «  iventl  n 
ef  ministers,  tu  lla&tou,  who  felt  bound  to  put  forth  a  counter  u  Testimony,  In  honor  ofths 
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laic  happy  revival  of  religion  la  many  [parts  of  the  land."  So.  h  ministers  as  concurred  hi 
tlic  endis  of  this  l.i>c  convention  ha  I  been  Invited  to  <  onunnnlcatc  their  views  in  writing  Th< 
eastern  association  of  the  County  of  I'orb  accordingly  lovwai  led  u  communication  of  which 
tin:  following  is  mi  extract :—

iu  doctrine  and  disorders  bi  practice,  "such  ns  denying  the  doctrine  of  the  divine  decrees, 
justification  by  faith  alone,  and  irresistible  grace  inthc  conversion  of  sinners."  'J'lii-  paper 
received  the  signature  of  Messrs.  Allen  and  Loriug,  and  of  Messrs,  Thompson  of  Scarborough, 
Jefferds  of  Wells,  and  lfovey  of  Arhudol,  and  wan  forwarded  by  Mr.  Smith  or  Falmouth 

Nearly  all  the  Pa  -tors  of  Maine  wcro  fi'ieudly  to  Mr.  Whitcflcld,   On  Iuj  return  (..  .New 

England,  1744,  he  landed  at  York.   "  Tlic  pood  Mr.  M  ly"  called  upon  Imp,  and  said,  "  Sir, 

you  are  first  welcome  to  America;  secondly,  to  New  England;  thirdly,  to  all  faithful  minis- 
ters in  New  England;  fourthly,  to  all  the  good  people  of  v'ew  England;  Utlhly,  to  all  the 
good  peoplo  of  York;  ami  sixthly  and  lastly,  to  mo,  dear  ir,  less  than  the  lea  i  of  all"' 

The  year  before  the  death  of  Mr.  Lorir.g,  *J>e  cougrcgiition  had  so  increased  as  to  demand 
n  larger  house  of  worship,  and  this  demand  u.-s  met  by  cutting  the  meeting-house  in  the 
middle  and  putting  io  twenty-eight  feet,  affording  room  for  twenty-eight  ue\»  news  Mr. 
Humphrey  Chase  contracted  for  the  work  and  i  i  October  of  the  same  year  the  pea's 
were  sold  for  1*338,  which  appears  to  have  coven  «l  the  i irnse.  The  porch  of  the  house  *\a* 
added  al  tin  i  time. 

The  wife  of  Mr.  Loriug,  who  was  Ms  i'j  Iticbinond,  of  Tiverton,  K  I.,  survived  her  husband 
about  forty  years.  Their  children  were — liichnioud,  Bcvalecl,  Levi,  Lucrctia,  Mary,  married 
to  Joseph  Gray,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Ifumphrcy  Cha  e,  Ihichel,  married  to  Jut!tam  Mitchell, 
Thomas,  Ni<  holas  and  Jeremiah 

The  following  note,  creditable  to  the  author  of  it  and  to  the  people,  i<  inserted The 
widow  horing  returna many  tlianks  to  the  town  for  their  last  piece  of  r<  pect  howed  to  tb« 
remains  of  her  late  l.n  .Land  in  the  interment  of  bim  in  no  decent  and  h<  noruble  a  manner  ;

The  i'.ev.  Edward  Urooks  was  soon  called,  na  successor  to  3Ir  Loring,  ami  became  the  third 
miniier  of  the  tovin,  his  ordination  ocrurring  J  ulj  1.  17>'d  t'rayer,  bj  Mr.  Cotton  of  Hamp- 
ton; Sermon,  by  Mr.  Haven  of  Dedhaui;  Ordaining  Prayer,  by  Mr.  Merrill  ol  Biddeford; 
Charge,  by  .Mr.  Smith  of  Fahnonth;  Itight IXaud 6f  Fellowship,  by  Mr.  Wiswall,  of  Nevi  fa- 
ro; t'rayer,  by  Mr.  Odliu  of  Exeter.  Mr.  Urooks  was  from  Medford,  .Ms ,  anda  graduate  <>r 
Harvard  College,  1737.  lie  continued,  minister  of  the  town,  till  March,  17G9,  when  the  ad- 
Vice  of  two  councils  having  been  previously  sought,  he  resigned  his  pastoral  <  liargc,  It  wa  < 
v.  time  of  not  u  little  excitement  in  the  town,  and  of  ao  iucou  iderable  danger  to  the  congre* 
gation.  The  majority  were  notsatisfied  with  Mr,  Brooks1  doctrinal  view-.  Meantime  a  laj  -  - 
minority  were  strongly  attached  to  their  minister,  and  utterly  unreconciled  to  his  leaving 
them;  and,  for  a  time,  the  disruption'  Of  the  congregation  seemed  a  probable  ovent.  dr

Mr.  Brooks  deceased  at  Medford.  March,  17b),  aged  48  Mrs.  Brooks  was  Abigail  Drowi.n 
of  Hingham  ;  a  woman  of  rare  excellence,  who  lir<  t  to  blcsa  her  children,  nineteen  years  af- 
ter the  death  of  her- husband.  Ucr  death  occurred  November  1800,  at  the  age  of  69  years. 
The  children  of  Mr  Brooks  wore  four  in  number:  two  d  lughters,  who  wen-  married  and  set- 
tled in  Medford ;  ami  two  sons.  Mr.  Qotton  B.  Brooks,  late  of  Portland,  and  Hon.  Peter  C. 
Brooks  of  Boston,   from  Mr.  Brooks  of  Boston,  the  Trustees  of  North  Yarmouth  Academy, 

1841,  Midi  a  wry  obliging  letter  ttddr  I  to  tliein,  rcceivi  d,  as  a  token  of  hU  rej  ard  to  the 

pliice  of  his  nativity,  a  larger  benefaction  than  from  any  other  individual,  for  the  erection  of 
the  building  for  the  classical  school;  uuil  subsequently,  another  donation,  for  the  building 
now  ready  fox  the  reception  uf  the  English  u\  i  artiucnt  of  the  tn  ttitu  io  i. 

The  year  following  that  of  Mr.  Brooks' ordination,  tfeb.  18,  1765,  the  church  passed  the 
following  votes  :— ■•  'J'hat  the  lloly  Scriptures  be  read  as  a  pari  <>i  1 1 i public  oxer<  ises  of  the 
Sabbath." 

"That  that  Collection  of  Hymns  called  Dr.  Watts',,  which  is  annexed  to  man}  of  our 
Psalm  Books,  and  that  hnpressi  >n  of  them  whieh  embraces  103  Iiyinns,  be  made  use  of.  as  a 
part  of  public  worship  ': 

June,  1788.  It  was  agreed  that  « .ut.;*  Psalms  and  Hymns  be  used  entirely  after  six 
months ;  and,  in  the  meantime,  thai  Watts  be  used  with  reading,  iu  the  morning,  and  Tate 
and  Brady's  Psalms  and  Hymns,  without  rending,  in  the  afternoon. 

April  12, 17U'.»,  a  committee  of  the  church  reported  that  Mr.  Tristram  Oilman  of  E>  t  :■  N. 
It.,  who  was  in  the  class  with  Mr.  Brooks,  at  Harvard  College,  had  been  engaged  to  preach  on 
probation;  and  on  the  23d  of  that  month,  ho  preached  for  tli.-  first  time  iu  the  town,  from 
the  words :  "  For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay,  than  that  is  laid,  which  i>  .1-  sua  Christ." 
Tin:  feelings  of  many  had  been  deeply  wounded  by  recent,  transactions  ;  and  when,  in  August, 
the  question  as  to  extending  a  call  to  Mr  Oilman  to  set  le  was  taken  in  the  church,  out  of 
forty-two  votes,  thirteen  were  in  the  uegativc.  Tin  mind  t»f  Mr.  Oilman  was  perplexed  as  to 
his  duty  in  the  circumstances;  but  it  was  at  length  agreed  by  all  concerned,  that  the  difficul- 
ties subsisting  in  the  church  should  bo  submitted  to  the  council  which  it  was  proposed  to  call, 
and  if,  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  they  should  judge  it  expedient,  the  ordination  should  take 
place.  The  council  was  convened;  and  after  two  days  spent  in  anxious  deliberation,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  ordination,  Dec.  8,  1760  Prayer,  by  Mr.  Lyman  of  York;  Sermon,  by  Mr* 
Muceliuuu'li  of  iii  nhnul,  from  If  hi:  1,2;  Charge,  by  Mr.  Morrill  ofBiddeford;  Right 
Hand  of  Fellowship,  hj  Mr.  Ea  ion  of  Harps  well ;  Prayer,  bj  Mr.  lactic  of  Wells.  Mr.  Gil- 
man  received  j£66  L3s  hi  as  a  settlement,  and  hud  stipulated  to  him  as  a  salary,  £100,  with 
the  use  of  the  ministerial  home  tot  and  salt  marsh,  and  No  h;  of  the  120  acre  division,  for 
procuring  fixe  wood,  forty  acres  to  bo  chared  for  his  use  in  four  years,  llo  soon  had  the  <  <>n- 
fldencc  of  his  entire  charge.  The  state  of  the  church  received  hi-,  immediate  and  searching 
attention  ;  disorders  wire  rectified  with  wisdom  and  prudence,  and  the  A  it  i  ilea  of  Faith  and 
Covenant,  very  nearly  as  now  printed,  were  prepared  and  adopted.  Possessing  a  vigorous 
physical  frame,  endowed  wit ii  Btrong  n  atures  in  his  mental  constitution,  studious,  evangeli- 
cal, und  ever  diligent  and  enterprising  in  the  duties  of  his  calling,  he  soon  obtained  uncom- 
mon ascendancy  over  the  minds  of  his  people,  rose  to  eminence  En  the  v'n  injtj .  an. I  at  his  de- 
parture left  his  strong  impress  on  the  place  blessed  by  his  long  continued  and  snccossful  la- 
bors and  influence.  This  venerable  servant  of  Christ  began  to  decline  in  the  autumn  n  180C 
anil  died  April  1,  1809,  in  the  Thh  year  of  bis  age,  and  the  fortieth  of  his  ministry .— 14  Tbo 
half-way  covenant ^  still  continued  in  use.  In  1806,  the  Cumberland  Association  of  Pastors, 
of  which  Mr.  Oilman  was  a  leading  number,  expressed  unanimous!)  tin-  opinion  In  replj  to 
tfuestiona  proposed  by  the  church  Iu  Preeport,  that  said  Covenant  is  "in  accordance  with  sa* 
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crcd  writ."  At  the  Bams  meeting,  mid  on  inquiry  from  tin.-  mhqc  church,  thej  •  ipn  ssed  ihe 
opinion,  tliat  the  use  of  mimical  titstruim  ut »  in  ptiblio  worship  is  indifferent,  luuluiuj  often 
be  of  advantage  to  devotion ;  but  considering  tin*  state  ol  feeling  lu  relation  to  the  matter  iu 
Freeport,  they  advised  Lo  tlio  ilisu.se,  for  the  present,  of such  instruments  in  tluit  place. 

The  children  of  Mr.  Oilman  were  Joseph.  Mary,  Kluahcrb,  Tristram,  Eunice,  Xicliola*, 
John,  Theodosia  and  Samuel.  Mrs.  Oilman  wad  Elizabeth  Suyer  »f  II'cUh.  who  died  in  17i>», 
almost  tweut)  years  before  her  husband. 

The  successor  of  Mr.  Oilman  wan  the  Rev.  r ram  is  Brown,  who  having  been  named  to  Hio 
people  at  tlic  funeral  of  their  late  pastor,  was  soon  iirvitcd  to  preach,  and  was  ordained  Jaun- 
ary  11.

He  accept*  J  the  latter, 
on  condition  tliat  the  usages  of  i  be  ehiireh  should  be  so  far  modiliud,  th  it  the  half-  way  Cove- 
nant shonld  no  longer  be  used.  Ills  brilliant  ministry  was  destined  to  be  of  short  duration 
In  11815,  he  wad  appointed  to  the  PresJih  nej  of  Dartmouth  College,  then  in  a  p<  riloui  condi- 
tion in  consequence  of  interference  with  its  concerns  by  the  State  authorities  of  New  iiamp- 
shire;  and  Sept.  19,  was  dismissed  with  a  vie\«  to  his  entering  upon  the  duties  ol  thatoflice. 
Jlu\ i:i  j;  lived  to  earn  the  College  through  its  embarrassments,  Dr.  Brown  closed  his  eminent- 
ly useful  life,  July  27,  !>'-<',  at  the  c  irlv  age  of  '<>•>  years.  Ar  one  o:clock  <>1"  the  da)  of  bis 
death,  the  students  of  the  College  were  seen  "walking  solitary  among  the  trees;  oi  else, 
seated  in  their  chamber?,  they  opened  a  book  onl)  to  close  it  again,  till  at  length  the  dreaded 
note  came  in  solemn  cadence  from  the  College  bell:  upon  every  heart  it  struok,  •  ta  voice 
from  eternity."  Mrs.  Brown,  still  living  ;it  Hanover,  is  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Oilman,  win. in  :>r 
Brown  succeeded  in  the  ministry.  A  great  grand-daughter  of  Mr.  Oilman  is  the  wife  of  a  pus* 
tor  now  settled  over  one  of  the;  churt  hes  formerly  within  the  limits  <  fthe  town. 

Kev.  Joseph  Waite  Curtis,  of  Windsor,  Vt.,  was  ordained  the  sixth  pastor  of  the  church 
June 5,  1810.

Occasionally  preaching  «  -  provi  i •  i  In 
diucrcnt  sections  of  llic  territory,  the  pastor  sometimes  preaching  at  different  places,  and  bucii- 
tiinus  huviug  mi  assistant  furnished  hiin,  the  expense  being  defrayed  fvoui  the  eouiuion  treas- 
ury. At  length,  howevor,  new  and  important  church&and  parishes  came,  into  existence. 
With  these  there  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  entirely  friendly  re!  lions.  If  the  original 
church  wsj*  not,  in  one  or  two  instances,  so  ready  to  part  with  its  members,  as  could  have 
been  wished,  thero  may  have  been  <in  omstanccs  tending  to  create  temporary  reluctance ,  and 
palliating  it ;  while  the  wisdom  of  the  measure  of  fori  dag  ne«  society  -  was  unquestionable 
It  has  not  been  all  loss  to  the  ancient  church.  The  churches  have  been, and  ore,  mutually 
helpers  of  each  utucr  Name;)  of  nn'niaters  of  tlie  new  congregations,  both  uf  the  departed  and 
of  the  living,  w\:\  be  transmitted  with  reverence  and  affection,  i.i  the  oriidnal  Parish,  tochil- 
di-eu  and  chiJdivn'rt  children;  some  of  thrtu  to  be  regarded  wRii  scarcely  1,  -  iijttorcat  than 
those  of  their  own  pastors.

Pownal,  In  1811,  a  church  was  gathered  in  Powual.  which  was  set  off  from  North  lar- 
tnoutb  as  a  part  of  Froeport,  and  incorporated  as  a  separate  town  in  1*;S.  Rev.  Perez  t.'lia- 
piu,  from  Benson,  Vt.,  and  a  graduate  of  Middlebury  Colli was  pastor  of  this  church 
tV>. hi  the  time  of  its  organization,  till  hi-;  lamented  death  in  the  year  1839  Iter-  Ariel  i 
Chute  afterwards  became  its  pastor;  and  l.i->  succc  isoi  i-  Rev.  VVm.  V,  Jordan. 

The  Ci'tuprt  Church,  organized  in  1820,  and  who.-e  pastor t  settled  in  1821,  was  Rev.  Noah 
Crcs  :ey,        became  extinct,  its  ineinbcrs-nuiting  with  other  churches. 

The  Univi.nalisi  Chapel  was  erected  in  1K31 ;  and  the  society  organized  about  that  period 
have  had  succcs  ivcly  the  ministrations  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Zeuas  Thompson,  B.  R.  Tasker, 
George  W.  Quinby,  James  Wliittier  and  Henry  R.  Walworth,  the  last  being  Ihc  present  in- 
cumbent. There  arc  several  other  churches,  particularly  of  the  Baptbt  and  Methodist  de- 
uominations,  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  town. 

MAT;;  oi'  RELIGION. 

The  inhabitants,  pr<  vious  to  the  Indian  wars,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  governed  \<y  re- 
ligious or  high  moral  aims,  but  at  tli  permanent  re-settlement,  about  lTJ'.t,  the  town  received 
an  accession  to  its  inhabitants  from  the  south  shore  of  Massachusetts,  whose  influence  became 
predominant,  and  was  as  beneficial  as  it  was  dei  isive'.  Among  them  were  direct  d(  scend  mis 
of  Miles  Standisb,  John  Aldcn,  Stephen  Hopkins, -Francid  Cooke,  John  Cajver,,  lid  ward  VVins- 
low,  Wm.  Bradford,  George  Soulc,  Win,.  Brewster.  andotheiSj  who  wire  landed  at  Plymouth 
from  the  Ma.viiov.tr. 

There  has  not  been  tlie  absence  of  circumstances  adverse  to  the  prosperity  of  religion. 
Among  these  ma>  be  mentioned  the  fact,  that  before  the  town  bec  ame  permanently  settled, 
vital  godliness  had  much  decayed  in  Haw  England.  Many  ministers,  it"  correct  in  sentiment, 
were  only  speculatively  correct;  and  in  many  churches,  if  the  forms  of  religion  were  .'.till 
main!  liw  'I,  the  power  of  it  was  well  in  :U  lost.  In  o  mitigated  Ibrin  or  degree,  the  churi  h  i.* 
North  Yarmouth  undoubted!)'  fell  ihc  lnilueucc  uf  this  state  of  tilings,  during  the  greater 
p.irtol  the  iir  i  Qfty  years  of  its  existence.  Again,  the  half-way  covenant  in  use  generally, 
at  that  period,  was  adhered  to  by  this  church  lor  about  eighty  years.  This  usage  could  not 
but  have  a  tendency  to  cause  the  most  solemn  acts  of  religion  to  be  regarded  as  unmeaning 
ceremonies,  and  was  extensively  one  of  the  causes  of  the  passing  away  of  the  distinctness  and 
6  eww  of  piety  possessed  by  the  first  Pilgrims,  though  from  causes  to  be  adverted  to  in  the 
sequel,  in  North  Yarmouth,  there  is  not  evidence  of  evil  consequences  to  the  extent  that  might 
bav<  been  anticipated.  There  have  been,  also,  short  periods  of  "  strife  among  brethn  n."  Such 
in  a  degree,  was  tlie  pel  iod  at  which  the  church  in  the  part  of  the  tow  n  now  Cumberland,  was 
funned, when  considerable  unpleasant  feeling  existed  ;  which  was  increased  by  a  .shade  of 
difference  in  the  philosophical  views  of  the  excellent  Pastor  of  the  new  church,  and  the  wn- 
erable  pastor  ol  the  old  church  ;  and  which  was  augmented,  so  as  to  occasion  tlie  temporary 
suspcuslou  of  tlie  usual  exprcs  ions  of  fullowship,  as  a  cousequenee  of  a  reception,  l>y  tho 
First  Church,  on  the  advice  of  an  ex-parto  eouncU,  of  two  nietubi  rs  of  tlie  Second  Churoh, 
who  were  under  Us  discipline.  And  w  hen,  in  1820,  the  New  Meeting  House  was  built,  and 
the  worship  was  removed,  from  the  Foresidt  >•>  i>«  VaUs%  and  the  41  Chapel  Church"  was 
formed  by  those  members  who  resided  In  the  vleiuuy  of  tin  old  mwtiug-house,  there  was  i 
degree  Of  ftxcltcmcut  prod  scud  hicon  wis  tout  nith  the  uighi  il  spiritual  comfort  of  Chrisiiaas, 
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ornl  with  the  Im«M  reHgtons  prosperity.   Other  difficulties  liave  been  leas  considerable  and  lew 
enduring.   At  some  periods',  in  IHvine  providence,  and  without  fanlt  ou  the  part  of  mini' 
tors  or  people,  the  ehaugeof  pastors  1. :i  -  been  a  fVfcqnriil  oceurrence  ;  and  (timing  the  time  "i 
their  incumbency  from  ill  health  tlm  labors  of  the  pastora  have  been  Ire  tmently  either  eur- 
tailed  in  amount,  or  rendered  less  vigorous. 

Those,  aud  other  things,  have  exertc  I  an  inflnenct  assisting  the  naturally  powerful  tenden- 
eies of  huumh  nature  to  rertist  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  Cod.  ;m:J»  the  church  originally 
planted  In  North  Yarmouth  bfts  been  signally  blessed  ;  and  it  might  be  found  difficult  to  dis- 
prove th«!  truth  of  a  statement  iu  relation  to  it,  m  ide  I...  the  Kcv.  Dr,  Qillctl  in  tin?  Aineric  un 
Quarterly  Register,  of  the  year  ISiO  No  church  in  the  State  baa  l<  ■  n  more  constantly 
blessed  with  the  moans  of  religion,  or  ha*  mure  uninterruptedly  enjoyed  prosperity."  The 
conditions  ou  which  the  Head  of  the  Church  has  bestowed  this  prosperity,  the  means  and 
eh-im-nt  s  of  it.  it  is  not  ;it      impracticable  to  discover. 

The  fact  is  not  f<>  be  disregarded,  that  Christian  institutions  and  the  permanent  settlement, 
in  the  town,  had  a  simultaneous  commencement.  The  ecclesiastical  even  preceded  the  mu- 
nicipal  organization  ;  and  I  efore  the  church  was  formed,  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  was  reg- 
ularly sustained  by  the  people. 

The  founders  of  the  church,  and  die  leading  men  who  speedily  became  connected  with  it 
were  truly  pious  men.  Puritanism,  as  planted  in  the  town,  had  experienced  the  chills  of  a 
s<  vore  winter,  but  it.  was  .--till  a  living  thing.  Hence  usages,  natural!)  ti  ading  in  that  direc- 
ii  ii.  did  not,  in  this  church,  produce  all  the  evil's  which  wis  their  usual  effect;  hence  the 
(hue  never  was,  when  the  church  could  be  .-ati.-tied  with  other  than  an  evangelical  ministry  ; 
and  hence  the  principle  lias  ever  been  recognized,  that  a  church  is  to  consist  of  regenerate 
members. 

The  church  at  North  Yarmouth  was  founded  also  ou  the  fundamental  principles  ol  Congre- 
gationalism, that  a  church  is  a  body  of  believers  who  meet  in  one  place  for  religious  worship, 
bound  together  by  a  covenant  embodying  what  they  believe  to  be  tlie  laws  of  Christ's  king- 
dom ;  that  they  have  full  power  to  regulate  anil  determine  every  thing  pertaining  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  thoir  own  body;  that  nothing  relating  to  the  discipline  of  the-  church  can  be 
made' a  law,  nor  can  a  pastor  be  imposed  on  them,  or  be  wrested  from  them,  without  their 
own  consent ;  nevertheless,  that  in  cases  of  discipline  involving  difficulty,  and  in  transacting 
business  of  imp*  rtance.,  especially  in  tuc  ordaining  and  dismissing  of  pastors,  obligation  exists 
to  invite  the  advice  of  neighboring  churches;  whoso  advice,  as  being  the  counsels  of  wisdom 
and  piety,  is  not  to  be  deviated  from,  except  for  substantial  and  obvious  reasons.  On  these 
principb  >  the  affairs  of  the  church  have  been  managed  for  one  hundred  and  eighteen  years. 
It  ha.'  been  the  established  pulley  to  have  few  written  -  it  ides,  and  dispensing  even  \uth 
standing  ruutmittccs,  to  have  all  business  brought  before  the  whole  bddj  of  the  church,  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  laws  of  Christ's  king  loin.  tl.«:  whole  number  of  brethren  being 
the  judiciary.  Owing  to  a  variety  ofcausi  <,  this  church  has  bad  an  unusual  share  of  ecclesi- 
astical busiucss  to  transact^  and  if,  at  any  tiuioVfhen  difficulties  have  been  protracted,  and 
ultimate  decisions  have  been  of  slow  attainment,  any  have  been  tempted  to  wish  for  an  eccle- 
siastical head,  separide  from  the  particular  church,  ultiniat<!  results  have,  in  all  cases,  been 
such  as  to  demonstrate  that  the  precepts  of  the  gospel  with  the  established  usages  of  the 
churches,  axe  •sufficient  for  every  emergency  j  that  the  surest  way  to  secure  the  purity  ami 
peace  of -tlw  church,  is  to  have  the  members  themselves  responsible  fox  decisions;  thai  It  is 
as  expedient  as  it  is  scriptural,  to  guard  the  church  from  coercion,  permitting  no  foreign 
earthly  Influence,  save  that  which  can  be  obtained  by  reason,  scripture  and  prayer. 

Instruction  has  been  held  to  be  an  essential  characteristic  in  Bermons.  Preaching  has 
been  generally  of  an  intellectual  as  wall  ai  doctrinal  character.  The  doctrines  of  the  |  speJ 
have  been  exhibited  \\  itb  distinctness,  plainness  and  much  of  r.  iteration— not  a  few  doctrines 
to  the  neglect  of  others,  bub  the  whole  system  of  the  religion  of  Christ.  Few  congregations 
have,  probably,  been  called  to  listen  to  u  less  amount  of  controversial  preaching,  in  the  prop- 
cr  sense  of  that  term  j  while  at  the  same  time,  f«.w  have  for  io  long  a  period,  bad  a  luccesslon 
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of  pastors,  feeding  tbcm  with  thu  sincere  nitlk  of  the  word  The  sermons  of  Oilman  Bo  wn 
and  others,  as  derived  from  the  scriptures,  and  iiu-nlcathig  iu  it  naked  manner  their  search 
injr,  solemn  truths,  were  clotlied  with  a  inaji  •  e,  above  Unit  of  the  productions  i  t  an-re  rlid  • 
riciaus  oud orators;  and  produced  effects,  which  mere  addresses  t  »  pa*don  can  never  pro- 
duce.  The  results  ••i'.  ucb  preaching  have  been,  d<  eisiou  and  stal  illty  in  character,  elasticity 
and  energy  in  spiritual  movement,  the  !  h  i  uc  •,  .  >mewhat  re  nark  iblc,  of  destructive  *  utl- 
hienra,  together  ivirh  the  turning  of  the  inner  from  the  errurof  his  way. 

Ji  uits  a  spot  iflc  engagement  of  the  foundera  <>:'  the  church  :  ••  We  «•<.  give  up  «»nr  offspring 
with  ourselves,  and  put  them  under  the  hies  rings  of  God's  covenant,  purposing  with  bis  help 
to  do  our  part  in  the  mc-tlicda  of  a  Uhrli  tian  education,  that  they  may  be  the  Lord'  ■  ." 

In  past  years  the  children  of  the  members  have  been  generally  baptized,  iu^tructed,  gor- 
«  mod,  and  made  subj<  cts  of  special  prayer.  And  the  catqb  ijuo  exhibits  a  repetition,  often,  ft' 
the  same  name,  down  three,  four,  five  and  generations.  There  are  instances  in  whii  li  a  i 
« orly  nicnibt  i-  has  had,  hi  the  church,  a  posterity  of  more  than  :i  hundred,  and  ev<    of  nit  r 

than  two  hun  Ircd  and  fifty  ^oiils.    \\  hole  and  hirgc  E  dies,  of  children  have  bei  u  given,  al 

Lbe  prayew  of  parents,  who  have  in  fliilh  dedicated  tbem  to  God.    And  if,  in  the  town,  the 
gospel  has  not  languished  for  want  of  support  even  in  times  of  monetary  depn   ion  if  tin 
church  has  not  been  visited  villi  that  worsteufso  with  \  hich  God  ever  visits  i  i>  people,  tbr 
disruption  of  its  own  body  l>y  the  defection  of  its  members  to  anotlicr  go  pel,  if  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints  lias  been  more  generally  adhered  ti>  by  the  people  tlian  is  com- 
mon, if  they  have  been  marked  as  exliibiting  an  affectionate  deportment  t » •  »■ . .  1  >l>  then:  pai 
tors,  attending  upon  tbe  ministrations  <d'  tin:  sanctuary  ,  and  sustaining  religions  institution  i 
at  home  and  elsewhere;  it  is  doubtless  to  be  attributed,  in  great  part,  to  impressions  innil 
and  habits  formed,  through  the  influence  of  parent  upon  child,  from  age  to  age.   1  Thus 
Bakh  the  land  i  i'  ho  t  •,  tbe  God  of  Israel,  because  ye  Ji  ive  obeyed  the  commandment  of  Jon 
adab,  your  father,  and  kepi  all  his  precepts,  and  done  ai  cording  unto  all  that  he  hath  com 
manded  you  ;  therefore,  thus  saith  the  laud  id'  hosts,  the  God  of  [sraul,  Jonadub,  tbe  sou  .

The  number  of  members  admitted  to  the  church  by  profes  i<»n  during  Mr  1  titter's  mini 
try  was  not;  inconsiderable.  Mr.  Loring  received  from  the  world,  and  from  other  churches, 
from  one  to  twelve  per  .year;  except  in  the  year  17J5,  when  it  i^  manifl  t  tin  town  was,  in  n 
degree,  a  partaker  in  tbe  shower  of  Divine  influence  with  which  the  churches  <■;'  the  country 
were  about  that  period  refreshed  During  the  ministry  of  Mr.  Brooks,  and  the  first  pari  of
